1 . ON 1 1 AUGUST 1977, THE MEXICAN DEL ENTERED A STATEMENT INTO 
THE RECORD OF THE GROUP. THE FULL TEXT OF 

THE ENGLISH TRANSLATION, PREPARED BY THE SECRETARIAT, 

FOLLOWS BELOW. 

2. QUOTE AT THE BEGINNING OF THE PRESENT SERIES OF MEETINGS I 
EXPRESSED THE DOUBTS OF MY GOVERNMENT AS TO WHETHER IT WOULD BE WISE 
TO ATTEMPT TO SEND TO THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS, FOR DISCUSION AT 

ITS FORTHCOMING MEETINGS, THE REPORT WHICH DERIVES FROM THE MANDATE 
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GIVEN BY THE BOARD TO THE AD HOC ADVISORY GROUP. 

THOSE DOUBTS WERE UTTERED ON MONDAY THIS EEK, ARE REFLECTED IN THE 
RECORD OF THE MEETING, AND STILL STAND. 

AT THE GROUP'S MEETINGS IN APRIL THIS YEAR I EXPRESSED IN EVEN STRON- 
GER TERMS MY DELEGATION'S DISAGREEMENT WITH PROCEDURE ADOPTED FOR 
THE DEBATES AND THE CALENDAR FOR CONSULTATIONS WITH GOVERNMENTS. 
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THAT STATEMENT, TO BE FOUND IN DOCUMENT GOV/COM.23/OR.28, WAS NOT 
HEEDED EITHER. 

WE NOW FIND OURSELVES CONFRONTED BY THE SAME DIFFICULTIES AND THE 
SAME PROBLEMS. AND I FIND MYSELF OBLIGED TO INSIST. FIND MYSELF 
OBLIGED TO DECLARE, ONCE AGAIN, THAT IS NOT ENOUGH TO SAY THAT CON- 
SULTATIONS HAVE BEEN HELD AND THE OPINIONS OF MEMBER STATES SOUGHT, 
THAT THE DOCUMENT IS AGAIN OPEN TO OPINIONS AND 
CRITICISMS, IF SUFFICIENT TIME IS NOT IN FACT GRANTED TO CARRY OUT 
THE CONSULTATIONS REQUIRED. 

THERE REMAIN TO US ONLY 34 FULL WORKING DAYS BEFORE THE NEXT MEETING 
OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS. WE DO NOT KNOW HOW MANY DAYS THE SECRET- 
ARY WILL NEED TO BRING THE DOCUMENT UP TO DATE AND INCORPORATE IN IT 
THE RESULTS OF THE MEETINGS WHICH ARE NOW DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 

TO THOSE DAYS WE MUST ADD THE TIME REQUIRED TO GET THE FINAL DOCUM 
ENTATION TO GOVERNMENTS. THIS AGAIN LEAVES US- EVEN IF WE ARE 
OPTIMISTIC-A PER IOD OF AT MOST TWO OR THREE WEEKS IN WHICH OUR 
GOVERNMENTS CAN SHAPE THEIR VIEWS AND MAKE KNOWN TO THE SECRET AR 
IAT. IN SUCH CIRCUMSTANCES, I INSIST, ONE CANNOT POSSIBLY CLAIM 
THAT AMPLE CONSULTATIONS WITH MEMBER STATES HAVE BEEN HELD. 

AS FAR AS THE DOCUMENT ITSELF IS CONCERNED, I MUST CONFESS THAT IN TH 
E 

COURSE OF THE PRESENT SERIES OF MEETINGS VERY CONSIDERABLE IMPROVE- 
MENTS HAVEBEEN MADE WHICH RENDER IT ACCEPTABLE, BY AND LARGE, TO MY 
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DELEGATION. THIS DOES NOT MEAN THAT WE ARE ABANDONING THE RIGHT 
WHICH IS OURS, AND WHICH IS MENTIONED IN THE DRAFT COVERING MEMO- 
RANDUM THAT WILL ACCOMPANY THE REPORT, TO OPPOSE PARTICULAR ASPECTS O 
F 

THE REPORT AND TO REQUEST SUCH CLARIFICATIONS AS WE MAY CONSIDER 
ESSENTIAL. 


NEITHER IN THE REPORT ITSELF NOR IN THE COVERING MEMORANDUM IS THERE 
ANY REFERENCE TO OUR DOUBTS AND CONCERS. IT IS FOR THIS REASON 
THAT I WANT TO REQUEST THAT THE COVERING MEMORANDUM SHOULD MAKE 
EXPLICIT REFERENCE TO THE TWO STATEMENTS I MENTIONED ABOVE, AND TO 
THE STATEMENT WHICH I AM MAKING NOW, SO THAT THE ATTENTION OF 
MEMBRS OF THE BOARD AND OF MEMBER STATE WILL BE DRAWN 
TO THESE DOUBTS AND CONCERNS. UNQUOTE. STONE 
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
